KAISER AN ARDENT 


ADMIRER IK 1908 
OF BRITISH NAVY 


Unpublished Letter of German 
Emperor to Lord Tweedmouth, | 
First Lord of Admiralty 


London, Oet. 36, $.10 a.m.—The 
Post publishes the text of an hitherto 
unpublished letter, which the German i 
Emperor wrote to Lord Tweedmouth 
on Pebruary 2, 1908, at the time 
there was a seare in England the 
growth of the German navy. Lord 
‘weedmouth was then first lord of the 
admiralty and the revelation in- the 
folewing March that Emperor Wil- 
lium had written to him caused a 
great agitation in the country. 

Official announcements regarding 
the letter were made by the German 
forelgn office and by Chancellor Von 
Buelow in the Reichstag to the effect | 
that the emperor's letters had made | 
a deep impression regarding the de- 
fensive character of the German 
navy. 

The emperor's letter began by re- 
ferring to the Britain agitation about 
an alleged German naval menace to 
England, and said: 

“It is absolutely 
untrue that the German naval bill 
to provide a navy meant as a chal- 
lenge to British naval supremacy. 
The German fleet is built against ne- 
body at all. It is solely built for 
Germany's needs in relation with that 
country’s rapidly growing trade,” 

Kaiser's Protests, 

The emperor proceds at length to 
explain that there is nothing under- 
handed in the naval bill, which 
simply sought to (bring the navy up 
to modern requirements by replacing 
absolete ‘by new ships and so forth, 
thus being only an exchange of old 
material for new and not an addis 
tion of the number of units lald down 
a decade ago. 

The emperor then argues that all 
nations haye a right to build navies 
ju accordance with their needs and 
protests warmly against the iden that 
Germany was building against Mnge- 
land, and also aguinst the  Writish 
peeple always singling out Germany 
as a power with which to make a 
standard of conrparison Jn naval 
affairs. 4 

“ro my humble opinion,’ th 
goes on, “this perpetual quoting of 
the ‘German danger’ is utterly une 
worthy of the great British nation, 
with its world-wide empire and its 
mighty navy, There is something 
nearly ludicrous about it. 

An Ardent Admirer, 

“Th-se lines are written by cne who 
is an ardent admirer of your splendid 
navy, who wishes it all success, and 
who hopes that its ensign may ever 
wave on the same side as the German 
navy, and by one who is proud 10 
wear the uniform of a British  ad- 
miral, conferred by the late Queen of 
blessed memory.” 

The emperor concludes by referring
